The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given  by 
the  Registrar-General,  was  18,030,  a  decrease  of  120  over  the  mid-1969 
figure o 


The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  190  (89  males 
and  101  females),  this  figure  being  a  little  lower  than  last  year's  total 
of  206o  The  crude  birth  rate  was  10#5  per  1,000  population,  the  corrected 
birth  rate  being  11  ®9  compared  with  l6o0  for  England  and  Wales 0 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  202  (75  males 
and  127  females)®  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  11®2<, 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  9®3  compared  with  11®7  for 
England  and  Wales 0 

One  infant  died  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  sin  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  5°0  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  l8®0.  The 
Neo-Natal  death  rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks) 
was  5®0® 


There  were  8  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  smd  Bronchus 
(5  males  and  3  females),  compared  with  10  last  year0 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in 
the  District  was  83,  compared  with  13  in  1969® 

On  page  17  of  this  Report  figures,  kindly  supplied  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons  immunised 
and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review® 
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My  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  to  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  for  details  of  their  services  embodied  in  the  Report o  It  is 
also  refreshing  to  add  that,  in  the  present  complexities  of  an  administration 
thought  so  ripe  for  change ,  I  have  had  the  ready  co-operation  of  workers  and 
colleagues  in  all  branches  of  the  health  services,  no  less  than  from  within 
the  ranks  of  local  government®

three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest
